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Suzi  Weissman,  KPFK's  Friends  Coordinator  and  producer  of  the  weekly 
program,  Portraits  of  the  U.S.S.R.,  grew  up  in  IV)ontana,  majored  in  English 
literature  at  Berkeley,  and  graduated  from  Stanford  University.  She  was  an 
anti-war  activist  in  those  years  and  listened  to  KPFA  in  the  Bay  Area.  From 
there,  she  went  to  Great  Britain,  where  she  lived  for  the  next  8  years,  six  of 
them  studying  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  where  she  did  a  postgraduate  diploma 
in  Russian  Language,  and  M.  Phil  in  Soviet  Studies,  and  is  a  Ph.D.  candidate 
at  the  Institute  of  Soviet  and  East  European  Studies  at  the  University  of  Glas- 
gow. She  is  also  an  editor  of  the  journal  Critique:  A  Journal  of  Soviet  Studies 
and  Socialist  Theory,  which  is  published  in  Glasgow. 

When  Suzi  and  her  husband,  a  refugee  of  Pinochet's  Chile,  came  to  L.A. 
2y2  years  ago  from  Scotland,  they  found  adjusting  to  America  and  Los  Ange- 
les difficult  and  depressing.  At  the  time  Suzi  says  she  was  fairly  bound  to  the 
house  as  the  mother  of  a  newborn  baby  and  a  2  year  old  toddler,  and  with 
the  completion  of  her  doctoral  dissertation  hanging  over  her  head.  She  turned 
to  the  radio  rapidly  and  became  a  "KPFK  junkie".  "I  couldn't  believe  such  a 
radio  existed,  especially,  of  all  places,  in  Los  Angeles!  It  was  an  anomaly!  I 
could  listen  to  intelligent  and  unique  programming  that  actually  enhanced 
one's  ability  to  think  critically.  I  knew  I  had  to  be  part  of  that  organization!" 
Not  only  did  Suzi  come  to  KPFK,  but  so  did  her  husband,  who  produces  the 
Spanish  Language  News.  Her  children,  now  VA  and  nearly  4  are  also  often  to 
be  seen  running  up  and  down  the  corridors  of  KPFK. 

Her  aim  with  the  Friends,  Suzi  says,  is  to  get  KPFK  known  in  the  various 
communities  of  Southern  California.  The  Friends  are  the  key  to  Community 
outreach,  as  well  as  the  fundraising  they  do.  Currently.  Suzi  is  organizing  a 
Book,  Record  and  Miscellanea  Sale  for  July  10  &  11  to  be  held  upstairs  in 
Studio  Z  at  KPFK,  which  will  feature  all  sorts  of  KPFK  memorabilia,  a  valu- 
able collection  of  audio  equipment  and  thousands  of  wonderful  books, 
among  other  things.  Suzi  urges  you  to  come  to  this  sale  and  help  support 
KPFK,  by  buying  whatever  takes  your  fancy. 

Suzi  has  done  special  programming  at  KPFK  on  such  various  themes  as 
Mothering,  and  the  Arms  Race,  but  her  main  interest  is  the  Soviet  Union,  and 
her  program.  Portraits  of  the  U.S.S.R.,  can  be  heard  Thursdays  at  4  pm.  Suzi 
says  the  point  of  her  program  is  neither  to  glorify  nor  vilify  the  Soviet  Union 
(and  often  other  post-capitalist  countries)  but  rather  to  understand  it.  "If  we 
can't  critically  examine  existing  societies  in  transition,  how  will  we  ever  hope 
to  transform  our  own?"

"Pacifica  Washington 
License  Threatened" 

"Ronald  Reagan  has  a  Hitler-like 
mentality".  A  caller  to  WPFW's  live 
"Upstream"  program  said  so  on 
August  10,  1981.  An  organization 
called  the  American  Legal  Founda- 
tion says  that  WPFW  should  have 
immediately  notified  Ronald  Rea- 
gan and  offered  him  equal  time  on 
the  air.  In  a  sixty  page  brief  to  the 
Federal  Communications  Commis- 
sion, the  American  Legal  Founda 
tion  urges  the  FCC  to  silence  Pacifi- 
ca's  Washington  station,  WPFW-FM, 
for  this  and  a  laundry  list  of  other 
classified  violations  of  FCC  rules 
and  regulations. 

Daniel  J.  Popeo,  the  Chair  of  the      ' 


American  Legal  Foundation,  has 
been  described  in  the  conservative 
press  as  "the  Ralph  Nader  of  the 
Right".  The  ALF  petition  to  deny 
renewal  charges  that  the  station's 
programming  violates  the  Fairness 
Doctrine  (which  requires  that  cov- 
erage of  "controversial  issues  of 
public  importance"  be  generally 
balanced).  The  petition  claims  that 
WPFW's  coverage  of  the  situation  in 
El  Salvador,  its  coverage  of  racism 
in  the  United  States,  and  a  number 
of  other  issues,  is  biased  and  unfair. 
Other  charges  include  the  alleged 
broadcast  of  "obscene"  or  "inde- 
cent" material  (primarily  in  the 
context  of  a  late  night  comedy  pro- 
gram); violations  of  the  Commis- 
sion's rules  on  commercial-like  an- 
nouncements and  on  editorials. 

It  is  ironic  that  a  station  which 
is  dedicated  to  the  service  of  the  lo- 
cal community  in  the  only  disen- 
franchised territory  in  the  continen- 
tal United  States  should  become 
the  first  station  selected  for  attack 
by  the  New  Right.  WPFW  is  a 
minority  controlled  and  led  station 
which  serves  the  local  Washington 
D.C.  and  metropolitan  community. 
It  is  listened  to  by  one  out  of  every 
ten  people  in  its  signal  area.  (This 
is  an  enormous  audience  for  a  non- 
commercial station;  most  stations 
hover  between  a  half  percent  and 
one  percent  of  their  signal  area's 
audience.)  WPFW  is  known  and 
recognized  throughout  the  Washing- 
ton area  as  a  station  serving  com- 
munity needs,  and  yet  the  Ameri- 
can Legal  Foundation  charges  that 
the  station  is  "racist". 

In  responding  to  the  ALF  peti- 
tion, Pacifica's  attorneys  pointed 
out  to  the  FCC  that  the  American 
Legal  Foundation  has: 

".  .  .  failed  in  its  petition  to 
demonstrate  any  basis  whatso- 
ever for  the  denial  of  Pacifica's 
application  and,  indeed,  has 
done  little  more  than  assemble  a 
limited  collection  of  baseless  al- 


legations which  raise  no  sub- 
stantial or  material  questions 
about  the  operations  of  station 
WPFW  or  Pacifica's  qualifica- 
tions to  remain  its  license." 

In  a  fifty  page  brief,  Pacifica's 
legal  counsel  convincingly  show 
that  none  of  the  charges  have  been 
demonstrated  by  the  ALF  petition; 
the  brief  highlights  numerous  exam- 
ples of  WPFW's  outstanding  service 
to  the  community,  including  a  Res- 
olution of  the  District  of  Columbia 
City  Council  which  commended  the 
station  for  its: 

"...  demonstrated  commit- 
ment to  providing  access  to 
those  voices  in  the  community 
who  have  the  least  access  to  the 
airwaves,  either  commercial  or 
public,  and  to  remaining  an  ac- 
cess point  for  media  profession- 
als and  for  other  artists  through 
special  and  regular  program- 
ming." 

The  National  Black  Media  Coali- 
tion (NBMC),  an  organization 
broadly  respected  for  years  of  con- 
sistent work  on  behalf  of  access  to 
and  control  of  media  outlets  by  mi- 
norities, filed  an  outstanding  brief 
in  support  of  Pacifica's  position. 
The  NBMC  points  out  that: 

"...  it  is  readily  apparent  that 
the  ALF  petition  represents  a 
deliberate  effort  by  a  far  right 
wing  organization  to  silence  a 
liberal,  progressive  radio  sta- 
tion." 

The  NBMC  goes  on  to  criticize  the 
"...  overtly  political  purposes  of 
the  ALF,  which  is  the  censorship  of 
broadcasters  with  which  it  disa- 
grees". 

NMBC  is  strongly  concerned 
with  the  chilling  effect  of  any  ac- 
tion against  WPFW.  They  suggest 
that  sanctions  on  WPFW  will: 

"...  create  important  financial 
incentives  for  broadcasters  to 
produce  only  bland,  inoffensive. 
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non-controversiai    programming, 
discussing  issues  (if  at  all)  from 
to  just  to  the  left  or  the  right  of 
center    in    order    to   provide   lip 
service  to  the  fairness  doctrine, 
but  avoiding  more  extreme  (left 
or  right)  views." 
NBMC    cautions    that    a    sanction 
against  WPFW  would   encourage   a 
massive    witch-hunt    against    other 
progressive  broadcasters.  The  Com- 
mission  is  cautioned   against  selec- 
tive enforcement  of  its  rules.  In  the 
1970   WUHY    case,    then   Commis- 
sioner  Nicholas  Johnson   commen- 
ted: 

"When  we  do  go  afte--  broadcas- 
ters, I  find  it  pathetic  that  we  al- 
ways seem  to  pick  upon  the 
small,  community  service  sta- 
tions .  .  ." 

Pacifica  pioneered  "listener  spon 
sored  radio"  which  has  in  the  past 
few  years  become  an  important 
medium  throughout  the  country. 
From  its  inception  in  1947,  Pacifica 
has  been  committed  to  the  use  of 
radio  in  the  furtherance  of  the  val- 
ues of  equality,  justice  and  peace. 
Pacifica  believes  that  people  who 
are  committed  to  different  goals 
than  these  also  have  the  right  to  ac- 
cess to  the  air  for  their  views,  how- 
ever, we  deplore  the  attempt  by  the 
ALF  to  use  the  government  to  close 
off  the  voices  of  the  people  who 
cannot  buy  access  to  the  air. 

Today,  deregulation  threatens 
what  little  diversity  there  has  been 
on  the  airwaves.  The  conservative 
"New  Right"  claims  to  believe  that 
government  should  stay  out  of  peo- 
ple's lives;  it  is  ironic,  then,  that  the 
American  Legal  Foundation  is  ask- 
ing the  government  to  shut  down  a 
radio  station  which  is  committed  to 
serving,  not  advertisers,  but  the 
people  of  the  greater  Washington 
area. 

We  are  confident  that  the  FCC 
will  agree  with  us  that  the  charges 
of  the  ALF  are  not  proven.  The  tra- 
gedy   of    this    situation   is   that   we 


must  divert  valuable  and  scarce  re- 
sources from  the  pressing  task  of 
serving  the  information  and  cultur- 
al needs  of  the  community  by  pay- 
ing lawyers'  bills  and  filing  legal 
briefs.  Pacifica's  out-of-pocket  costs 
simply  to  petition  the  Commission 
to  renew  WPFW's  license  without 
setting  the  case  for  an  adversary 
hearing  are  over  $13,000.  If  the  Co- 
mission  should  order  a  hearing,  we 
anticipate  legal  expenses  will  be 
more  than  $200,000.  This  diversion 
of  community  resources  is  tragic 
and  we  trust  that  the  Commission 
will  put  an  early  stop  to  it.

PLEASE  DO  NOT  WRITE  THE 
FCC!  There  are  very  strict  rules 
against  communicating  with  the 
FCC  in  a  license  case  in  any  way, 
except  through  a  formally  filed 
brief.  We  cannot,  and  do  not,  seek 
such  support;  in  fact,  such  unsolici- 
ted letters  can  make  our  case  more 
difficult. 

It  is  only  because  of  Pacifica's 
increasing  success  as  a  voice  for  dis- 
enfranchised communities  that  Pa- 
cifica stations  have  come  under 
costly  attacks  like  these.  This  is  not 
the  first  such  challenge  to  a  Pacifica 
station  and,  unfortunately,  it  may 
not  be  the  last.  But  as  long  as  Paci- 
fica stations  continue  to  provide 
access  for  views  and  cultural  pro- 
grams vitally  needed  by  its  listeners, 
the  people  who  depend  on  Pacifica 
will  come  to  its  defense,  ensuring 
that  attacks  such  as  these  will  al- 
ways fail  to  silence  the  largest  and 
oldest  community  radio  voice  in 
America.

Dear  KPFK: 

The  News  Department  is  pro- 
bably the  most  important  part  of 
KPFK  and  the  aspect  which  most 
closely  defines  the  whole  operation 
and  separates  KPFK  from  all  other 
media.  I  have  no  serious  criticisms 
about  any  of  the  personnel  in- 
volved. However,  here  are  some 
minor  questions:  I  noticed  even 
during  Marc  Cooper's  broadcasts 
from  Chile  during  Allende's  brief 
tenure  there,  Mark  had,  and  still 
has,  a  noticeable  mishandling  of 
indefinite  articles.  For  example,  he 
says  "thuh"  evening  news  instead 
of  "thee"  evening  news.  Also  "uh" 
aircraft  carrier  instead  of  "an"  air- 
craft carrier.  Nit-picking  aside,  I 
wish  he  could  contrive  a  way  to 
put  the  late  evening  news  on  seven 
nights.  Tony  Cavin  does  great  work 
on  the  Morning  Magazine,  and  else- 
where, particularly  sensitive  and  in- 
formed interviews  (Bobby  Sands' 
brother,  and  Blase  Bonpane).  Why 
is  it  that  he  always  says  "Reuter" 
when  everyone  else  in  the  world 
says  "Reuters?"  Not  really  a  com- 
plaint, rather  a  curiosity.  I  congra- 
tulate your  observance  of  May  Day 
at  the  Embassy  Auditorium.  May 
Day  should  be  the  biggest  day  of 
the  year.  Good  Work  I 

Fund  Raising  is  supposed  to  be  a 
period  when  all  the  good  regular 
programming  is  replaced  by  boring 
talk  about  economic  survival.  I  am 
invariably  disappointed  when  the 
"regular"  programming  comes 
back.  The  fund-raising  periods  have 
at  least  as  much  good  KPFK  pro- 
gramming as  usual.  It's  exciting  to 
hear  about  the  things  in  addition  to 
the  Folio  that  people  are  learning 
about,  like  the  nation,  and  Papa 
Bach's  and  the  eloquence  that  Clare 
Spark,  Jim  Berland,  Tony  Cavin 
and  even  Mario  Casetta  (when  he 
isn't  dancing  around  the  radio)  is 
a  treat  to  hear.  The  best  thing  he's 
done  lately  is  his  reading  of  the 
Death  Ship.  During  the  most  re- 
cent   fund    drive,    Helen    Caldicott 


was  special  as  usual,  Malcolm  X 
was  wonderful,  and  Peter  Weiss 
Day  and  Marat  Sade  was  as  good  a 
program  as  any.  Better  than  most. 
When  "regular"  programming 
comes  back,  it's  almost  depressing 
to  find  so  much  folk  music,  lA/e  Call 
It  Music,  Imaginary  Landscapes,  the 
Larmans,  Chapel,  Court  &  Country- 
side, Folkscene,  The  Big  Broadcast, 
et  al.  Some  regluars  that  I  do  like 
however  are  John  Breckhow  (the 
best  jazz  programmer  possible  once 
the  Dixieland  is  over)  probably  the 
only  Charlie  Parker  regularly  broad- 
cast and  the  Tristano  and  Konitz 
are  rare  and  fantastic.  Ron  Pelletier 
and  Jay  Green  are  almost  as  good. 
The  former  music  director  William 
Malloch  has  been  a  favorite  of  mine 
for  years  and  still  does  a  Noon  Con- 
cert playing  the  only  Stravinsky  in 
town!  Saturday  night  Maximum 
Rock  and  Roll  is  a  maximum  drag. 
I  wish  it  were  Breckhow.  Among 
the  shows  that  I  go  out  of  my  way 
to  hear  are  The  Iron  Triangle  and 
National  Security. 

About  the  Malvinas  and  Maggie 
the  Iron  Maiden's  thirst  for  coloni- 
zation, is  there  such  a  thing  as 
the  South  Pole  treaty  which  has  so 
far  prevented  drilling,  digging  and 
other  exploitation  of  the  conti- 
nent? I  hear  the  treaty  is  about  to 
expire  and  maybe  control  over  the 
Malvinas  would  give  Maggie  a  head 
start  when  the  Pole  becomes  avail- 
able. I've  heard  reference  to  this 
possibility  only  from  Roy  Tuck- 
man's  guest  Michael  Venner.  Check 
it  out  please.  Thanks  for  the  Del- 
lums  hearings  and  in  advance  for 
Peace  Week,  and  for  the  ACLU 
Reaganomics       conference       next 

week. 

I  belong  to  the  Film  Club  al- 
though I  haven't  seen  one  since 
Blue  Collar.  I  also  enjoy  The  Car 
Show  although  I  haven't  driven  a 
car  for  years.  It's  exciting  to  hear 
all  the  premiums  getting  into  peo- 
ple's hands  (or  is  it  premia?)  I  am 
a  Nation  subscriber  and  am  pleased 


to  have  the  company.  Although  I 
think  that  Fund  Raising  is  my  favo- 
rite programming,  there  are  some 
regular  programs  which  I  never 
miss,  especially  Dorothy  Healey, 
The  Health  Department,  and  The 
Science  Connection.  As  another 
favorite  would  say  .  .  .  "persevere."
